As the allied line continues to hold 
and local counterefforts:.are made to 
throw the Germans back here and 
there, the problem presented to the new 
allied commander, General Foch, be- 
comés more and more important, more 
and more vital. It is the problem of 
just when and: where to make his coun- 
terattack. There are a number of’ ele- 
ments to be considered, and now is the. 
time: they are up for consideration. 


The theory upon which the allied de- 
fense has been conducted up to the 
present time has been to stop the Ger- 
mans with local reserves. drawn from 
different p>ints in the line, leaving still 
free for action the general reserve 
army which it is knawn the Alties have 
organized. That this has been done we 
are assured in the reports of Sunday's’ 
fighting, which indicated the presence 
of Canadians as far south as Moreuil, 
and which stated that they took part 
in the attack which retook that town. 
These forces could have come only from 
the Arras front, the nearest point to the 
area south of the Somme at which the 
Canadians are present. If the so-called 
army of manoeuvre were being used the 
referenées to it would have been of a 
different character and the probabilities 
are that the Canadians would not have 
been mentioned; this because there are 
only about 350,000 Canadians in Europe, 
if that many, and these are already 
holding places in the line and are not 
part of @ mobilé reserve. 


This theory of the defense must be 
borne in mind when we consider the time 
of launching the counterattack. If the 
reserve army is thrown into action. too 
spoon, this entire theory of the defense 
breaks down at once. The time is at 
hand for accurate judgment as to the 
situation with the German Army., This 
artny has been stopped once more, as so 
often before, just as it was about to 
achieve a success, the cutting of the 
Paris-Amiens road and the capture of 
Amiens. But is the stop a permanent 
affair or is it merely a pause while 
Germany gathers her resources for a re-

newed effort? If the latter is the, case, 
has Germany sufficient strength at her 
disposal to create anothef such mipture 
as in the first attack or has she suf- 
fered such heavy losses that her next 
attack will be weaker and without the 
tremendous driving power of the first? 
Wf Foch reasons wrongly the result 
may be complete failure of the counter~ 
attack when it does come. Suppose the 
Germans are not weakened to the ex- 
tent that now is apparent, suppose they 
still can summon the same power in 
the attack which they have. already 
manifested. Throwing in the reserve 
army then would accomplish lHttle and 


‘leave the “AlHes with no weapon with 


which to parry the. final blow. - 
Foch’s problem, then, is to delay using 


his last resource until the Germans can. 
4 be beaten with it, and hot to delay using 


it so ra that Germany will be abie 
to constract defenses with which to sus- 
tain the shock rather than to have to 
depend upon men alone. There is a 


distinct advantage in refusal to usé this 
force as matters stand now. In the 


first place, there is apparently “no 
nécessity. The Allies are holding well, 
the Germans. are continuing to attack 
with but little if anything to show for 
their efforts. By their own exertions 
they are becoming more and more 
weakenéd. The longer Foch waits the 
better are his chances of winning, pro- 
vided they keep on attacking. 


This appears to be the keynote of the 
entiré situation, The Germans cannot 
keep up their frontal attacks against the 
nose and sides of the Montdidier wedge, 
and dig in at the same time. Moreover, 
éounting upon an advance, which is the 
only reason why the attacks continue, 
eliminates any reason for it 

Therefore, Foch can well afford to 
delay. He knows his own strength. He 
knows further the number of men per 
mile of front the Germans can use and 
the probabilities of this number achiev- 
ing the object for which the attack was 
made. Therefore, if with ’/this knowl- 
edge. he holds back his attacking forces

it is because he is confident that ‘the 
Germans can bring no peril to the Allies 
in their present attack, and that they 


own. efforts to the point where — his 
counterefforts have growing probabili- 
ties of success. 

These: are the time elements in- 
volved; and with such knowledge of the 
situation as is available, there is no 
human way of figuring when or even 
about when the counterattack will come. 
But that it will come is almost a cer- 
tainty. 

The German wedge is assuming a 
tempting form, a form which offers the 
opportunity for a most disastrous stroke, 
The Gérman line is approaching a@ 
point—the Hine of the rafifdad ‘from’ 
‘Amiens to Paris—where a much’ further 
gain will cause the Alifes grave eni- 
harrassment. in their trandportation sys- 
tem. , Moreover, if the Germans should 
settle down in trenches on their present 
front this danger will be a continuing 
affair and will accordingly pin down a 
heavy force of the Allies through fear 
that once again .the Germans might 
make such another titanic effort. Or 
the Germans might indeed reach this 
point, if halted in their main effort, by 
a series of short pushes such as marked 


Therefore, there can be no doubt that 
at some stage of the fighting Foch is 
going to strike with ali his resources 
and undo much of what Germany has 
accomplished. 

As to the fighting of yesterday, just 
as in the three or four preceding days, 
the Germans concéntrated their efforts 
on, the. Monitdidier wedge, ‘endeavoring

PARIS, Monday, April 1. — News 
Teached Paris from Moscow that. the 
Soviet Government is organizing an 
army “for the defense of the Russian 
Soctalist Government. ‘Ambassador 
Francis is believed to regard the Soviet 
as sincere and their effort for the re- 
construction of the forces as ‘serious 
and deserving of the prompt support of 
the allied powers. Reports of tho rising 
of. German prisoners in Siberia, and ‘of 
German control of Petrograd are Ger- 
man propaganda to confuse Washington 
and other Entente Chancelleriés and 
prevent co-operation. 

As the Red Cross is maintaining ‘an 
organization in Russia and knows what 
is going on: there, I brought the fore- 
going reports ‘to ‘the attention of Henry 
P. Davison, who said their recent ad- 
vices were to the same effect. They 
regard the situation in, Russia as still 
very much alive. American influence 
there is potent, and the Red Cross rep- 
resentative, Raymond Robbins, knows 
Russian conditions and is closely in

Mr. Davison gave full credence to the 
foregoing advices. 


LONDON, April 1.—Germany has pro- 
tested to the Russian Goyernment 
against the continuation of the move- 
ment of Red Guard forces from Russia 
into Finland, and asks the withdrawal 
of such Hed Guard detachments as 
havé' passed the frontier, according to a 
wireless dispatch‘ from Berlin today.

London men lost many of their com- 
rades in all those hours of bloody, 
costly fighting, but by their heroic 
defense they foiled the enemy’s most 
ambitious plan, The machine gunners 
gay they were sick of killing. The 
Colonel of the Rifle Brigade used 300 
rounds, and each bullet found its 
mark. London troops on the right of 
these bore the brunt of most formida- 
ble attacks, following the same meth- 
ods as those indicated above. Essex 
men fought like demons, their offi- 
cérs say, in the foremost trenches, and 
oné. body of them sent back a message 
that they were going to fight to the 
death. They did, and not a man came 
back. Some Scottish battalions were 
hard pressed, and had to withdraw a 
short distance till nightfall. Since 
then counterattacks, have restored a 
good deal of the ground lost. 

All day long the British airplanes 
reported .cententrations of . troops 
pouring down the Arras-Cambraj road 
and other routes of march, and the 
aftiliery had. 80 mahy targets that 
they coulé hardly switch on to them 
fast enough. ‘The enemy losses were 
fantastic in their horror. 

Meanwhile onthe right again, be- 
low the Cambrai road, the British 
troops wére putting up that. heroic 
stand which I partly described in other 
messages. The Suffolks on the Wan- 
court-Tilloy road fought the enemy 
both ways, back to back; with Ger- 
mans on éach side of. them. Parties 
of Northumberland Fusiliers fought

Away from Arras and down on the 
south of the line @ certain body of 
Cahadians have been having some of 
the most astounding adventures fn all 
this battle, and fighting with valor and 
heroic audacity. They are officers 
and mén of a machine gun detach- 
ment organized in the early days of 
the war by a French Canadian officer 
at the expense of himself and ten 
friends,’ and they had been looking 
forward, to the day when they would 
be wanted for great service. That 
day came March 21, and when I saw 
this French Canadian officer yeater- 
day—a tall, dark, quiet man, speaking 
with controlte@d emotion—he knew 
that his idea had been justified, and 
that his officers and men had made 
g004 to the uttermost limits-ofgallant 
service. For ten days these Canadians 
have fought running fights with the 
German artillery, have engaged Ger-

checked enemy columns — crossing 
bridges and pouring onward, have 
scattered latge bodies of men. sur- 
rounding. British troops, and in ten 
days of crowded life have destroyed 
many German storm troops and helped 
to hold up the tide of their advance. 
Their own losses have not been light, 
for these Canadians have. been filled 
with a grim passion of determination 
to die rather than ‘yield to any odds.

FQRCE IN .FRANCE, March 81.—A 
striking illustration of the thoroughness 
of the German intelligence system is 
given in a documént captured from a 
Bavarian Landwehr regiment, showing 
the pains taken to gather information 
concerning the American troops. It 
shows the almost uncanny use which 
the German command can make of 
scraps of facts and als6 the anxiety to 
leann details about the American forces. 

The document begins by saying that 
‘‘every observer and patrol must do 
his best to bring in information about 
the new enemy.” It then gives details 
as. follows: 

“The infantry is armed partly with 
American and partly with English rifles. 
The American rifle is a magazine rifle 
of 6.5 millimeters bore with five car- 
tridges' per clip, sigearms, and trench 
knife. The English rifle is of 7.7 milli- 
meters bore, The artillery probably 
consists of French guns, but the Amer- 
icans have in part other calibres. 

‘‘The training of the American troops 
is continuing. As to their training in 
France nothing is known yet, nor of 
their own methods of leadership or fight- 
ing.” 

Minor Details Eagerly Sought. 

Then the document, which is signed 
#y a German General, says: 

‘“‘From the preceding meagre details 
it is evident that sectors K and M have 
the honorable task of obtaining as much 
information as possible on the partic- 
ular features of American fighting and 
outpost attacks. Any observation or 
identification, however insignificant, 
may be of the greatest value in con- 
nection with information’ already on 
hand.” 

The ingenuity of the German Intelli- 


paints, 


gence Department is shown by ‘the. in- 
structions issued relative to finding out 
American methods. For instance, un- 
der the heading, “The Enemy’s Secur- 
ity,” the, document asks: ‘ Are sentry 
posts merely sentry posts.or stronger 
posts? Further advanced reconnoit- 
ring patrols? Manner of challenging? 
Behavior on posts during day and 
night? Vigilance?. Ambush tactics and,j 
‘cunning? Do they shoot and signal on 
every occasion? Do the posts hold 
their ground on the approach of a 
patrol or do they fall back?. Do they 
give barrage fire signals? When are the 
reliefs and what is the behavior during 
them? Have they any light. signals 
other than French ones?" 

Under the heading of ‘‘ The Enemy’s 
Patrols ’’ the General asks for informa- 
tion on the strength of these patrols, 
methods of their advance, behavior on 
meeting an enemy, and initiative. 


Observing American Traits. 


As to the ‘‘ General Behavior of the 
Enemy in Line,’’ he asks: 

“Careless or cautious? Quiet and 
careful or noisy? What is.the behavior 
during. dugout smoke screens? Behavior 
at mealtimes and when.are these? Can 
concentration. be observed? Is there 
much reconnoitring and how is the be- 
havior? How is it at night? Is there 
much machine gun firing? Is there 
more or less transpert material than 
formerly?” 

Under ‘‘The Enemy’s Reliefs,’’ the 
Germans are instructed to find whether 
there are more troops in the rear than 
is customary with the French, and also 
to ascertain the times ane sounds of 
reliefs. 

As to ‘‘ The Enemy’s Material,” the 
document says, that used infantry or 
machine gun’ bullets, as well as unex- 
ploded shelis and splinters are of special 
value. Under thé heading “ Shelling by. 
the enemy,” the General asks for its 
peculiarities ‘compared to previous shell- 
ing, what objectives are preferred other 
than those formerly sought, the ex- 
penditure ‘of ammunition and night shell- 
ing. The document says that it remains 
for the Landwehr infantry regiments to 
report specially any trustworthy ob- 
servations in respect to the above or 
any other points, and the General adds:

As M. Abrami and the Journal writer 
indicate, the position of the Germans 
is tactically so unfavorgble, especially 
oy. the left flank, that, despite losses 
which are conservatively estimated at 
two-thirds of the enemy’s whole stra- 
tegic reserve—though, of course, a 
large part of. the divisions. technically 
‘used up will be able to return to action 
before very long—they. will be forced to 
continue their desperate attempt ‘at 
‘breaking through. This opens the way 
to the possibility that, if the ‘Allies 
can resist them at.the present compar- 
ative scale of losses, the. time may 
come when a rupture. of. equilibrium 
‘will be produced sufficient for Foch 
‘actually to win a decisive victory..

Germans appear to be convinced that 
this is the last desperate throw, and if 
it does not go well with them, then there 
will be nothing left but internal dis- 
ruption. 

Germany is putting. her all, and it is 
a gigantic all, into the struggle and 
there can be no talk of the crisis having 
yet been reached, let alone passed. One 
has only to recall her. tremendous ef- 
fort at Verdun to be convinced that she 
will not call a halt until the last hope 
has more than gone.: Everything goes 
to point to the correctness of the bBe- 
lief that a tremendous effort will yet 
be made and that in comparison with 
what is to come what- now has been 
done will be comparatively unim- 
portant,

There was talk in Germany to the ef- 
fect that the German high command 
was prepared to sacrifice 300,000 men in 
the offensive and it is probable that 
that number has been very considerably 
passed, but that, it: is believed, wilt 
not cause the army heads: to hesitate. 
Grim stories come from northern bel- 
gium of vast numbers of wounded ar- 
riving in villages there. 

What effect these losses have had is 
another question being. discussed. in 
Germany. 

It is taken for granted that it was 
originally intended to attack on a big 
front at another section of the western 
line, probably before or beyond Verdun. 
Germany has been wondering whether 


the extent of the losses in men on the 
front of the present offensive. 

‘Who can say,’ remarks the mili- 
tary critic of the Deutsche Tageszei- 
tung, “ that a second blow by Hinden- 
burg elsewhere will not strike the 
enemy down?" 

That second blow is certainly ex- 
pected by the Germans, but then the 
army command has a habit of getting 
military. critics to say things it merely 
wishes the enemy to believe, and one 
comes across such remarks as_ that 
just quoted in every article comment- 
ing on the situation. The war corre- 
spondent of the Deutsche Tageszeitung 
expects a ‘‘ new decision on the Paris- 
Amiens railway line.”’ 

However all those things may be; 





there is no indication from Germany of 


anything but a determined continua- 
tion of a- struggle with every man and 
every method at the disposal of the 
high command. Germany is not shout- 
ing victory “yet,; indeed, every paper 
refers to the great strength still at the 
disposal of the’ Alliés, and warns the 


country that the sireentous struggle 
will not be ended wi a few days or 


weeks of battle, however successful. 
This’ great offensive is‘ always de- 
scribed as a great peace offensive. It 


requires little imagination to gather} 
\what the result will be should it fail, 


should hope of peace be vain. It is 
Plainly recognized that such an offen- 
sive is a thing that cannot happen 
again. 

. Even now there: are whispers, only 
whispers, and I report them under the 
Breatest reserve, of some German troops 
having funked it who hesitated to wade 
knee. deep,.as it were, over their dead 
comradés’ bodies. How long the mili- 
tary machine can throw democracy to 
slaughter . an important point. Cer- 
tainly not/long if the cost continues to 
be high and the ultimate ends are not 
achieyed. 


There is another curious thing about 
German public opinion these days. That 
is the deep impression made by the 
memoranda of Lichnowsky and yon 
Jagow. They have been discussed al- 
most as much as the offensive, and 
while the offensive has been on the 
readers of many papers had put before 
them articles hitterly complaining of 
German diplomacy before the war aod 
even olng as far as can be expected 
tow: the admismon that England did 
not really cause the .war after all.

A SENSIBLE CONCLUSION. 

No trenches will be dug in the park. 
The Liberty Loan Committee of the 
Federal Reserve District of New 

ork, at its meeting held yesterday, 
decided definitely to abandon the 
Plan. 

The committee adopted this meth- 
od of bringing the actvalities of war 
vividly before this community in the 
belief that the spectacle of trench 
life, reproducing as nearly as might 
be scenes at the battlefront, would 
stimulate subscriptions to the Third 
Liberty Loan.: The Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment gave its 
assent. Surveys of the park fields 
were made, preparations began for 
actual construction. But there was 
a storm of public protest. Opposi- 
tion to the trench plans was based 
upon the argument that Central 
Park, a precious, possession of the 
people, should be held inviolate, and 
also upon the very practical ground 
that trenches'in ‘the park were quite 
unnecessary as an aid to the placing 
of the loan. It has been the opinion 
of THE Times that this method of 
bringing home to the people the need 
of supplying the Government with 
funds for the prosecution of the war 
was a superfluous reinforcement of 
other and vastly more powerful ap- 
peals that will carry this loan to 
triumph and success as it has carried 
the others. And Central Park should 
never be yielded up for‘any use for- 


under compelling necessity admitting 
of no delay, or argument. 

We have been confident from the 
beginning that the committee would 
reconsider the project of the trenches 
and abandon it. Its members are 
practical men of affairs, ripe in ex- 
perience. Their patriotism is beyond 
but they share that 
feeling of .pride in the city’s public 
pleasure grounds which makes all 
New Yorkers jealous of any encroach- 
ment which would impair their 
beauty or diminish their usefulness 
to the people. The decision taken by 
them yesterday was wise and sen- 
sible; in taking it they have earned 
the hearty and unreserved com- 
mendation of the community, and 
they will themselves share the feeling 
of general satisfaction their decision 
against the trenches has inspired.

“ Guided by the experience of the 
past Winter,” as he admits, Fuel Ad- 
ministrator GARFIELD appeals to house- 
holders to put in their next Winter's 
supply of coal this Spring and Sum- 
mer, promising “ clean coaf’”? and a 
reduction of thirty cents'a ton in the 
price. As the consumers, who were 
humble petitioners for coal in the 
most arctic Winter recorded in the 
States and from week to week came 
near freezing to death, have been won- 
dering how they could get any fuel at 
all another season, they will not need 
to be told a second time that Mr. GaR- 
FIELD is ready to fill their bins. It is 
the most welcome news they have had 
for many a.long day. 

The offer is open for four months, 
from April 1 to Aug. 31.

dig der Ae. pln ane dracon ‘pave LABOR AND CAPITAL AT PEACE. 


The adjustment between labor and 
capital is all the more welcome be- 
cause it comes tardily, and at a time 
when there are signs of the con- 
tinuance of’ disturbed relations be- 
tween these partners in production of 
war material. On the day of the 
announcement of the adjustment, 
order was kept in Kansas City by 
troops. Some thousands of ship 
workers at Norfolk and of marine 
workers in New York Harbor threat- 
en a strike. In the first six months 
of tht war alone there was a loss of 
over six million hours’ work in more 
than a thousand establishments, and 
the record of labor disturbances has 
been almost continuous. 

There is a curious contrast between 
the labor record in Germany and the 
Entente nations. In Germany there 
was as sudden and great a decrease 
of labor troubles as there was an in- 
crease in the Entente nations, The 
German pre-war average was 2,595 
disputes annually. The greatest num- 
ber in any war year was 240 in 
1916, when the record stops. The 
German way is,to end strikes by mil- 
itary control, peremptorily upon the 
outbreak, without awaiting disorder. 
That way may answer in Germany. 
France’s way also is rather imperial 
than republican. The English and 
American ways are alike in their 
preference for agreement over au- 
thority. More than once the British 
Premier has appealed to the patriot- 
.ism of the workers, and never with- 
out success. At the end of March it 
was officially reported that the Brit- 
ish strike situation was better than 
it had been before during the war, 
“the great body of laboring men 
“working with a steady devotion 
“ never. before known in this country.” 

The significance of that statement 
on .this side the ocean is that it 
shows conditions prevailing under a 
British agreement for an industrial 
truce so like our own that similar re- 
sults may be anticipated. The aim of 
both agreements is a truce, during 
which masters and men shall devote 
their best efforts to production on the 
basis of their relations as established 
before’ the war. Thete are to be 
neither strikes nor lockouts. If there 
shall arise disagreements they are to 
be arbitrated, and in case of dissatis- 
faction with the award there is to 
follow submission to an umpire whose 
decision shall be final, Union shops 
are to remain union and close shops 
to remain closed, without prejudice 
arising from membership. or nonmem- 
bership in unions. The wage is to be 
a “living” wage for an eight-hour 
basic day whenever the law requires 
it. The minimum jis to be sufficient 
“for the subsistence of the worker 
“ and his family in health and reason- 
“able comfort.” Women are to re- 
ceive equal pay for equal work, with

Our peo- 
ple at home—every man, woman, and 
child—must back the war. It’s their 
job to make the men on the battle- 
fronts know that they—everybody in. 

America—are with the soldiers; that 
they’re all on the side lines, cheering 
and rooting and pulling. If they’ll 
keep shouting, ‘‘Go to it, my boy; 
keep it up; you can whip him! ”’ this 
American Sammy of ours will go 

“over the top’’ so hard that Fritz 
won’t know what hit him. 

General CRONKHITE is right. Heisa 
fit leader for a division of the national 
army. . Men like him are an inspira- 
tion. Yrhere cannot be too much 
“cheering and rooting” among the 
stay-at-homes. The belief that our 
soldiers are invincible is a patriotic 
duty. If the people “ over here ” be- 
lieve it, our soldiers will believe it, and 
they will prove invincible. General 
CRONKHITE declares that “ history has 
“ never recorded anything to excel the 
“behavior of the British soldiers in 
“pure heroism,” and “our French 
“ allies,”” he says, “ have been fighting 
“with the same fine heroism as the 
“ British.” In the trinity American 
valor will shine with as bright a lus- 
tre. But the duty to encourage and 
cheer on our soldiers must never be 
Jost sight of. Pride in them is half the 
victory. Expression of it should al- 
ways be heard “ over here’: at camp 
and cantonment, wherever’ troop 
trains pull in, when regiments march 
through the streets,. and when the 
khaki-clad figures are-seen massed on

A dispatch ‘from 
Switzerland summa-

German ordnance 
officer, writing for a German magazine, 
explains to its readers the construction 
of the great cannon that throws shells 
what until now was considered an im- 
possible distance.. As to the accura¢y 
of the details he gives, one must remain 
& bit doubtful, as it is not: the habit of 
such men as he to reveal the secrets of 
their business, either for the informa- 
tion of their own people or to satisfy 
the curidsity of foreigners. But this 
Lieut.. Gen. von ROHNE evidently thinks 
that the long-range gun is an object of 
admiration, and, as the dispatch says, 
‘it appears the Germans are extremely 
proud of the bombardment of Paris.’’ 

They. naturally would be. The use of 
such a weapon as this illustrates 
“ frightfulness’’ in. the simplest and 
purest form which the Germans have 
yet been able to give it, and whether 
surpassable or not—only time will tell 
that—it marks a long advance in the 
carrying out of a policy in which, as 
profitable to themselves, they still have 
a confidence that is in its way distinctly 
touching. The sinking of the Lusitania 
was “ frightful,’’ indeed, and so was 
the wholesale slaughter of Belgian civil- 
jans at the beginning of the war, but in 
both cases the frightfulness was com- 
plicated by the fact that, at least in 
German eyes, the thing done was of 
more or less military efficacy. So, too, 
the air raids on London had the military 
consequence of keeping at home air- 
planes. and anti-aircraft guns that 
otherwise would have been on the west- 
ern front. 

The bombardment of Paris from ‘sev- 
enty or eighty or ninety>‘miles away ‘is 
different. It is killing just for the sake 
of killing, without even a chance of hav- 
ing a measurable effect on the war ex- 
cept in the way of terrifying the French. 
To their mingled surprise and, indigna- 
tion, the Germans will learn that the 
French are not terrified, but their fail- 
ure to react as German psychologists 
knew all human beings would when thus 
assailed only proves, of course, what 
the Germans have long. suspected and 
occasionally have said—that only Ger- 
mans are really human.

COLONEL HEARS ABOUT SON. 


Major Derby. Writes Home About 
Captain Roosevelt's [njury. 


Special to. The New York Times. 
OYSTER BAY, L. i., April 1.—Colonel 
Theodore Roosevelt was greatly pleased 
today when his daughter, Mrs. Richard 
Derby, received a leter from her hus- 
band, Major Derby, in which he told 
how "Captain Archibald Pacosvert had 
received his wounds, pad oe that he 
was progressing finely. his is_ the 
first letter which has been received by 
the family since Captain Roosevelt was 
wounded on the battle front, all previ- 
ous messages being from press associa- 
a 
ajor Derby, who: is connected with 
er urgical Corps, wrote that he had 
reen Captain Roosevelt‘the day. follow-; 
ing the receipt of his wounds. H 
stated that the Captain was on his feet’ 
several minutes after receiving his in- 
juries and that he gave several orders 
to his men. tne loss’ of blood finally 
rendered him unconscious and he fell 
back in the trench. For the following 
eight hours Captain Roosevelt lay in the 
trench, and then for six hqurs he was 
on a litter before being taken to. a hos- 
pital. There it was found that his right 
arm ‘had been broken ‘in two places and 
that shrapnel had entered h's left. knee. 
Major Derby wrote that Captain 
Roosevelt was under the care of Major 
Poole of the Surgical Corps, and that 
at the time of writing it was impossible 
to tell whether he would suffer from a 
stiff knee. The shell which caused the 
injuries, the letter stated, knocked down 
ten men, injuring several of them seri- 
ousl Major Mpeoners Roosevelt, 
brother. of the aptain, was also 
knotked/ down dl the 5 explosion, but he 
was not injured.

The discussion swung 
mainly to a consideration of the: future 
policy of the party in view of the fact 
that it: had become advisable at the 
present stage to allow the members and 
re) or as individuals, to exercise the 
Ri litical prerogatives which the adop- 

alk of suffrage in this State had given 


them yesterday any member or offi- 
clat of the New York City Woman Suf- 
frage Party could become allied with 
one or the other of the political parties 
only by sacrificing her membership or 
office in the party. 

It was decided yesterday, however, 
that the party should continue to be 
nonpartisan, but that the members -or 
officials could now apt as- individ- 
uals in direct activity along the political 
lines of their own choice. Resolutions 
setting forth the general policy , which 
the party will pursue in the immediate 
future were adopted at yesterday’s 
meeting. .They read as follows:

Ynacio de la Torre y Mier, son-in-law 
of ex-President Porfirio Diaz of Mex- 
ico, and owner of several large estates 
in Mexico, died after an operation yes- 
terday at the Stern’s Sanitarium, est 
End Avenue and geventy-seventh Street. 

Senor’ Mier was noted in Mexico as a 
sportsman and owner of a stud of 
racing horses before the overthrow of 
his father-in-law. After Porfirio Diaz 
had left Mexico, Senor Mier was ar- 
rested by Carranza and later released. 
When he was preparing to leave Mex- 
ico, Senor Mier was captured by Gen- 
eral Zapata, -who had once been his 
groom, and carried into the southern, 
part of Mexico. When General Zepata’s 
army was attackei and scattered, Senor 
Mier escaped and réached Vera Cruz 
disguised as 2 peon or native peasant. 
From there he came to this city. 

Senor Mier was born fifty-two years

Yesterday was the first day of the 
new. scale of milk geroes.

Grade A, delivered, 16 cents &@ quart,. 9 
.cents a pint. 

Grade B, delivered, 14 cents a quart, 8 
cents \2 pin at. 

Grade B, in stores, 18% cents a quart 
and 7% cents a pint; Grade B, loose, 20 
cents a quart.
